Germany is Sensitive About 
Affairs in China. 


Is Seizure of Kiaochou Responsible for 
the Present Uprising ? | 


{A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 

BERLIN, June 23.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
bie. Copyright, 1900, by the Asso- 
Ciated Press.) ‘The Chinese troubles 
have almost completely swept the 
South African war from public at- 
tention. Even the latest Pretoria 
news went uncommented upon, except 
by the military. About Chinese events 
the Foreign Office uses great reticence, 
and, above all, studiously avoids ad- 
mitting that the present events mean 
@nh actual and probably bitter and pro- 
tracted war with China. This may 
be partly owing to the attacks of the 
Radical and Socialist press, which 
maintains that the present rising of the 
Chinese against the “foreign devils” ts 
Girectiy or indirectly due to the Ger- 
Man seizure of Kiaochou, In this 
the papers are strengthened by the 
public utterances of the German mis- 
Sionary bishop of Shan Tung. Von 
Anzer, who recently described the 
Gisastrous effect upon missionary work 
of the Kiaochou seizure. 

In political circles here it is known 
that the Foreign Office was quite sur- 
prised by the increasingly serious 
character of the Chinese uprising. 
While it is true Baron Von Ketteler, 
the German Minister at Peking. sent 
two months ago a detailed report from 
Peking, containing alarming advices 
from the German consuls throughout 
China, and predicting serious trouble 
before long, not much importance was 
paid here to this report, because Ket- 
teler was new in Peking. But, though 
the Emperor and Count Von Buelow, 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs, do not 
Sttach much importance to the news 
from China, they are now thoroughly 
sroused. His Majesty declared Friday 
at Kiel that German interests in China 
wnder no circumstances must be al- 
lowed to suffer, no matter how great 
the sacrifice. 

The bulk of the German nress takes 
the same view. The Kreuz Zeitung 
prints an interesting editorial, saying: 

“It is not certain what will be the 
final outcome of the troubles in China. 
It will be impossible to reéstablish a 
vigorous, authoritative central govern- 
ment at Peking, such as the powers 
Gewire and will need. Presumably 
they will be obliged to enlarge and give 
definite shape to the svhere of interna- 
tional policy and +- further divide 
China, either with or without leaving 
a nominal central government at Pe- 
king. To several of the powers the 
present crisis came too quickly, which 
further endangered the situation.”

WAKING HOUSEWIVES. 


Broad Plans of the London 
School Board. 


Home Management as Well as Cookery 
and Laundering to Be Taught. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
LONDON, June 14.—London is not so 
slow. It makes on the first Monday of 
July a departure that may astonish the 
school boards in most American cities, 
and if the experiment turns out as ex- 
pected, the London schoolgirl will be- 
come collectively, the  best-trained 
housewife in the world. 
The best assurance of the importance 
of this movement is that the govern- 
ment is the ‘mover’—the sluggish, un- 
enthusiastic old government, that 
really takes a long time to adopt new 
ideas, and learn new tricks, but when 
once it gets them learned, will go on 
forever conscientiously doing them 
without missing a detail of the most 
intricate plan, until it is called off. 
It was comparatively a long time ago 
that somebody high up in British edu- 
cational circles said: “Well, now we've 
arranged that ev child shall be 
obliged to go to school. ‘If the giris 
had been at home, their mothers would 
have taught them to cook; now they 
won't learn unless we teach them, and 
I think we'd better be about it.” And 
80, in every odd corner that 
don school board could discover, «a 
school kitchen was opened, and 
giria were taught there. After a 
while, somebody else, also much es- 
teemed as an educator, remarked that 
laundry work was almost as important 
as cookery, and that it ought to be 
taught, too, and straightway a whole 
series of little laundries was opened 
and equipped. 
WANDERING SCHOOLS. 


Sometimes the kitchen and laundry 
were in the same building, but more 
often they were not; and they were 
hardly ever in a school building proper, 
and so when it came time to switch 
the girls off from the multiplication 
table and verbs, and ask them to con- 
sider the hasty pudding, or the iron- 
ing board, the class to put on its 
hat and adjourn to the “center,” as 
the laundry kitchen places are called, 
perhaps blocks away. But, in spite of 
these disadvantages, all the little 
schools have prospered, and are 

@ remarkable work. 

In fact, with increased government 
grants, more and more experienced 
teachers and general abiding enthu- 
siasm, girls were coming out so skilled 
in cookery and laundry work that it 
seemed a pity they didn’t understand 
the other detaile that make up “home 
management” as well. The  schooi 
board arranged to teach “housewifery” 
anyway, and did. They have made such 
a success of it, too, that the govern- 
ment relented a while ~ and made @ 
new grant, as request 

The board knew exactly what it 
wanted to do with this grant. It laid 
plans at once to build an addition to 
every public school In London, wherein 
all of the pupils who were lucky 
enough to be girls, should be taught 
every branch of housekeeping under one 
roof, wiping out altogether the old 
system of “centers.” . 

FIRST OF THE NEW ScHOOLS. 

The first outward and Visible sign of 
the scheme as perfected is a small stone 
‘Duilding up in New Kent road, which 
was férmally openéd last week by Lady 
Londonderry, and will begin business 
on July 1. course will cover half a 
day every week for three years. 
~ Most of the girls will begin at li 
years of age, and begin at the bottom 
with learning to care for what in Eng- 
land is called “the scullery’’—learning 
to clean the sink, to shine the pots and 
pans, to scour the knives; even to pol- 
ish shoes. From this humbie start 
practice and theory go hand in hand. 
Suppose the drainage pipe gets clogged 
up. The children not only will be 
taught to flush the pipe, or even take 
the sink apart, but what are the hy- 
gienic reasons that make it necessary. 
These reasons will be set down in note 
books, too, and soon after it will be the 
subject of a written examination, which 
might also deal with the fascinating 
subject of lamp cleaning or the care of 
garbage. 

FINE DINNERS CHEAP. 

A part of every one of the present 
“centers” is fitted up as an ordinary 
workingman’'s dwelling. In the room 
just above there may be devices most 
elaborate and costly for cookery and 
other household work, but in this de- 
partment there ig nothing but the or- 
dinary utensils that would be found in 
the poorest family’s kitchen. The girl 
students invent a mythical family, even 
specifying the ages of its various mem- 
bers; then, having decided that the 
family cannot afford a dinner to cost 
over, say, a shilling, they draw up sev- 
eral bills of fare within that modest 
limit. Then they take baskets on their 
arms and visit grocers and butchers, 
bargaining for the provisions they need 
with a prudence and economy that 
would have delighted even Poor Rich- 
ard. Once home again with their sup- 
plies, they proceed to eook them, and 
not only plan to make every scrap go 
as far as possible, but to use up any- 
thing that may have been left over on 
the day before. The stove has already 
been polished and the fire laid. 

Some of the giris stay to dinner, eat 
the things, clear away and wash up. 
The menu is hardly ever the same two 
days running, for the girls are equal 
either to a banquet or a meal of gruel. 
They learn which foods are the most 
nourishing and give them the prefer- 
ence. They learn to pack a luncheon in 
a round dish, so that “Pa” can take it 
in his nankin. Sometimes they plunge 
their mythical families Into the lowest 
depths of “stoniness,” pretending that 
the gudewife has only 8 cents with 
which to provide for her b . ond 
then a truly Spartan repast is served. 

Here is a “sample menu” exactliv as 
set down by one little woman of 11, 
with the Idea that this “family” pos- 
sessed only a shilling:

City Electrician and the Telephone 
Company Investigating. 


Bids for the electric lighting con- 
tract for the next fiscal year will be 
opened by the Council July 2. It is 
imtended to add at least 100 additionai 
lights, bringing the total number in 
the city up to 924. 

In this connection many people are 
anxious to know what the Council 
will do to remedy the present serious 
defect in the telephone systems. Ever 
Gince the new alternating system of 
lighting was extended into the suburbs, 
it has been impossible to use the tele- 
phones at the Police Station at night, 


end for two months they have been 


‘were installed, the induction from the 


useless during the hours when they are 
most needed. In addition, the tele- 
Phone lines of the Suneet Company 
have been seriously affected, and at 
night it is almost impossible to com- 
municate with many parts of the city. 
The street railway companies have 
had to abandon their car telephones 
during Nghting hours, and general de- 
moralization on the various lines has 
resulted. 

By the City Electrician and by others 
who speak authoritatively, this con- 
dition of affairs is laid at the door of 
the lighting company. In just what 
particular the new service is respon- 
sible no one appears to say. 
Before the present inclosed arc lamps 


Rights ai siligh 
moticeabie, but in the main the tele< 
e service was not impaired. The 
current system was used on the 
old lights, and by many the fault is 
believed to lie tn the new alternating 
system. The City Electrician does not 
believe, however, that the trouble is al- 
together with the alternating phase 
of the system. Ground leakage, where- 
by some of ‘the lighting current es- 
from the overhead wires through 
the air to the ground, is believed to 
play a more important part in the 
nightly roar, which might remind a 
New Englander of stormy days on the 
Atlantic. 

On the wires of the Edison company 
an alternating current of 33,000 volts 
is carried for eighty-six miles from the 
Santa Ana Cafion to this city. Di- 
rectly underneath the power wires are 
telephone wires, and no trouble is ex- 
perienced by the company from in- 
duction. The local lighting system is 
supplied by a current with a voltage 
of only 7200, and it is believed that with 
insulation and proper construc- 
tion of the system, no trouble would be 

rienced on the telephone lines. 

nder the present lighting contract, 
the current is furnished by the San 
Gabriel company, the distribution be- 
fine made over the Los Angeles Elec- 
tric . Company's system. There are 
gumors of a combine among the various 
companies whereby the city will re- 
ceive but one bid this year, and that 
considerably higher than the last bid, 
which was ts for each lamp per month. 
The specifications, however, provide 
that bids be made on a direct, as well 
as on an alternating, current system of 
lighting, and if the Council becomes 
convinced that the latter phase of the 
system is responsible for the telephone 
trouble, as well as for the poor light- 
ing service given at present, a change 
may be made back to the old direct 
current system and the open arc lamps. 

Ali the councilmen are extremely 
wary about making any statement of 
their opinions. They deem it advisable 
to start a controversy in advance of 
the opening of bids. The Sunset Tele- 

one Company has been quietly mak- 

an investigation for several weeks 
past, and there are rumors that a 
strong stand will be made before the 
Council for a change in the system. 
If redress is not obtained a legal battle 
is probable. A statement of the exact 
intentions of the company could not be 
obtained at headquarters yesterday, 
but it was admitted that the present 
condition had become well night un- 
endurable.

TWO-PACED, SHE SAYS. 


Mississippi Woman Thinks 
She Has Been Defrauded 


W. P. Book and Rex Oil Company Taken 
to Court Over a Land Lease. 


Miss S. McG. Isom has brought an 
action in the Superior Court against W. 
P. Book and the Rex Oil Company, ask- 
ing judgment against them for several 
things, principal among which is the 
possession of certain oil property in 
this city and damages in the sum of 
$69,000. 

The complaint in the suit just filed 
is spiced with sensational allegations 
of fraud, directed mainly toward de- 
fendant Book and dating back to 
March 7, 1898. At that time Miss Isom 
was—and she says she still is—a resi- 
ident of the State of Missisippi, and 
was at all times ignoragt of the fact 
that oil had been developed in the city 
of Los Angeles, or that oil existed on 
the property that she owned here. This 
holding was hers in fee simple and con- 
sisted of lot 128, Victor Heights tract. 

About March 7, 1898, she alleges, 
Book wrote to her at her home in Mis- 
Sissippi that he desired to rent her 
Pp rty in Los Angeles for the period 
of three years, with the privilege of five 
years more, for the purpose of erect- 
ing a tenement building thereon. Again 
in April, prior to the 7th, he wrote her 
to the same effect. 

But now Miss Isom is informed and 
believes that at the time these letters 
were written Book had already bored a 
well on the premises, and was obtain- 
ing oil from it, and she alleges that he | 
purposely concealed the facts from her 
to defraud her and get possession of a 
valuable petroleum property, and that 
he continued to conceal the truth for a 
long time. He was always talking 
“tenement buildings” to her, she ayers, 
and she states that she never did learn 
from either of the defendants that oil 
existed upon her premises. 

Relying upon Book's representations, 
however, she leased him the property 
on April 7, 1898, for three years, with 
the privilege of five years more, at $100 
a@ year, payable quarterly in advance, 
the taxes to be paid by Book, and any 
building put upon the lot by him to be 
removed, at his cost, at the termination 
of the lease. 

This instrument was executed in du- 
plicate by the plaintiff, who mailed both 
the copies to Book, and shortly there- 
after, in the due course of mail, he re- 
turned to her one of the copies prop- 
erly executed with his own signature. 
Things ran along smoothly enough un- 
der the lease for the succeeding two 
years, but on February 3, 1900, she dis- 
covered the real value of her property 
and realized the @Meged fraud and de- 
ceit that had been practiced upon her, 
whereupon she declined to receive the 
rent money for the period beginning 
April 7, 1900, and notified Book, through 
his attorney, that she declined to be 
bound by the lease. 

Miss Isom implicates the Rex Oill 
Company by alleging that &t entered 
into possession of her property with 
and under Book, with know$edee of the 


edge of the manner in which the in- 
strument was obtained. Both defend- 
ants, it is alleged, have extracted 
large quantities of oil from the prem- 
ises, to the amount, plaintiff is in- 
formd, of 20,000 barrels, of the value of 
$1.15 per barrel, and continued to oper- 
ate the well untii last December, to 
her damage in $69,000—the selling price 
of the oi] being tripled. 

On the 22d inst., Miss Isom served 
Book a notice in writing that was a 
“scorcher,”’ in terms as follows, dated 
at Los Angeles, June 12, 1900: 

“W. P. Book, Bsq.—Please take no- 
tice, that I do hereby rescind and can- 
cel that agreement leasing to you lot 
128 of the Victor Heights tract, in the 
city and county of Los Angeles, Cali- 
fornia—sald agreement dated April 7, 
898 


“The grounds upon which I rescind 
this lease are: 

“First—You obtained the same from 
me by misrepresentation and fraudu- 
lent concealment of facts. 

“Second—You have, acting under 
said lease, wrongfully and unlawfully 
and fraudulently taken from the prop- 
erty great value in oil. 

“ft demand the tmmediate on 
of the property, together with the im- 
provements thereon, consisting of a 
well, pipes, derrick and tanks and ma- 
chinery thereon, which have become 
fixtures to the said property. 

“IT also demand an accounting from 
you of all won extracted from the 
said premises by you. 

“SADIE ISOM.” 
Plaintiff now alleges that defendants 
unlawfully withhold and detain posses- 
sion of her premises, wherefore she has 
instituted the present acticn in the 
courts. She prays that the lease may 
be canceled and annulled; that she 
have judgment forthe recovery of pos- 
session of her property and its im- 
provements, together with $69.000 as 
triple damages for waste: that defend- 
ants and each of them be enjoined from 
operating the well on the premises and 
from removing therefrom any pipes, 
tubing, machinery or tanks upon the 
property, or from withdrawing any of 
the pipes from the well; and for a re- 
ceiver, general relief and costs of suit. 


DISCRIMINATING RATES. 

COUNCIL CANNOT REGULATE USE 

Since the Council passed the water- 
rate ordinanée fixing the rent to be 
paid the companies during the fiscal 
year beginning July 1, many questions 
have arisen regarding the relative 
rights and powers of the Council and 
the water companies. To begin with, 


the new ordinance made a heavy cut | 


in the former rate and the West Side 
and Highland water companies went 
into the courts and secured a writ of 
mandamus against the city to prevent 
the enforcement of the rate against 
them. Now the citizens of Pico Heights 
and the Garvanza section are anxious 
to have just as low a water rate as 
possible. 

At the last session a petition was 
submitted to the Council by John E. 
Abbott and others, asking the Council 
to establish the same water rate for 
West Side Company as prevailed in 
other parts of the city. The cheapness 
of construction was brought forward 
as a reason why the West Side Com- 
pany should not receive any more re- 
muneration than the City Water Com- 
pany. “The pipes of the company 
were simply plowed in.” was the state- 
ment of one person who appeared be- 
fore the Council. It was also alleged 
that the service was poor and that an 
exorbitant price was asked for service 
connections. Councilman Toll asked 
the City Attorney to prepare an opinion 
covering the three points at issue. The 
report will be submitted to the Council 
tomorrow. ‘ 

In answer to the first question as to 
whether, in the light of the recent de- 
cision, the Council has the right to en- 
force uniform rates throughout the 
city, the City Attorney will state that 
the Council has no such right, and the 
rates must be adjusted to the several 
companies furnishing water in the city. 
The rate must be sufficient to allow 
costs of operation and maintenance 
and a proper return for the capital in- 


to the question as to 
whether the City Council has power to 
prohibit restrictive regulations on the 
part of a water company regarding the 
time for the use of water for certain 
purposes, such as lawn sprinkling, etc., 
the City Attorney holds that the Coun- 
cll has not such power. Under the te- 
gal provision the water company or 
person furnishing such water can make 
reasonable regulations with respect to 
the distribution and time of use of such 
water, but on the other hand the City 
Council has the power to adjust the 
rates so that the same shall correspond 
with such limitations upon the use of 
the water, and shall be proportioned to 
the water actually furnished. 

Ctty Attorney Haas believes that the 
Counct! can limit the charge made 
by water companies for service con- 
nections to the actual cost. Under the 
provisions of section 549 of the Civil 

e, all water companies supplying 
water to cities or towns must furnish 
water so long as the supply permits. 
This carries with it the obligation to 
furnish water to all persons along the 
line of the mains of said corporation or 
person furnishing water, as long as 
such corporation or person has suffi- 
clent water so to do, and the person 
desiring to obtain the water is willing 
to pay the established rates. 


SUNDAY-CLOSING RULE. 
JUDGE SMITH UPHOLDS IT. 
Judge Smith handed down an opinion 
yesterday wherein the judgment of 
the Police Court was affirmed in the 
conviction of J. 8S. Wirt, a @aloon- 
keeper, charged with a violation of the 

Sunday-closing ordinance. 

The particular section of the ordi- 
nance under which the defendant was 
tried reads as follows: “The owner, 
proprietor, manager or other person 
having charge or control of any saloon, 
tippling-house, sample-room, bar- 
room . . . @hall securely close and 
lock all entrances and exits from any 
such place .. . and keep the eame 
in such condition against the entry or 
exit of all persons, other than the 
owner, proprietor or manager thereof, 
or the servants regularly employed in 
and about the same, between the hours 
of 1 o'clock a.m. Sunday and 5 o’clock 
a.m. Monday next succeeding, and be- 
tween the hours af 1 o'clock a.m. and 
5 o'clock a.m. of every day of the 
week except Sunday.” 

The ordinance then goes on to say 
that it shall be unlawful to permit 
any person other than the proprietors 
and servants regularly employed to 
enter, remain or be in a ealoon be- 
tween the hours and during the times 
already mentioned. 

The defendant was charged with per- 
mitting persons that do not come 
within the excepted classes to be pres- 
ent in his saloon during the inhibited 
hours. 

One of defendant’s contentions on 
appeal was that the ordinance in 
question is void because of informal- 
ity in its passage, but Judge Smith 
was unable to find anything in the 
record and transcript sent up in the 
case that showed any suggestion of 
informality. “While the charter,” 
says Judge Smith, “requires the court 
to take judicial notice of all ordl- 
nances, still there is nothing tn the 

to indicate any informality in 
the passage of thie ordinance.” 

Another contention on the part of 
defendant was that the ordinance is 
an unreasonable regulation of the ga- 
loon ‘bus On this point, the court 


“The aim, scope and we of the 
ordinance is to require the saloon- 
keeper to close up and not sell from 1 
o'clock Sunday morning to 5 o’clock 
Monday morning, and, between the 
same hours of each week day. Surely 
there ts nothing unreasonable about 
this. They are only required to close 
up four hours each’ day on week days, 
and that in the night time after 1 
o'clock; and can open at 5 o’clock tn 
the morning. This is very liberal and 
certainly the saloon-keeper ought not 
to complain; but counsel things it a 
great hardship that people are ex- 
cluded from the saloon during closing 
hours; that is, those having no regu- 
lar business there. Well, this is eim- 
ply a means of reaching the object of 
the closing ordinance, to wit.: “That 
no liquor shall be sold or given away 
during the closed time:’ thie ts no 
hardship. The saloon-keeper cannot 
sell or give away at such times: and. 
therefore, what porsible benefit can 
bystanders be to him in his ealoon? 
But, counsel suggests, a friend may 
drop in on him. Well, from 1 a.m. to 
5 a.m. is an unusual and unseemly 
hour for such calls; and, ‘while it 
might be convenient and -pleasant to 
have such calls on Sunday, there are 
other places where such visiting can 
take place than the saloon. The daim- 
culty of convicting those who make a 
of evading this law seems to 
have driven our lawmakers to enact- 
ing -this ordinance, making it an of- 
fense to allow persons in the ealoon 
during the times when the place must 
be closed. A large number of author- 
ities are cited and disewesed in the 
very volurhinous briefs filed in thie 
case, both for the plaintiff and de.- 
fendant, relating to the powers of mu- 
nicipal corporations to regulate the 
liquor traffic. I do not fpel called upon 
to enter into a discussion of these 
case, The law is well settled, in this 
State that any reasonable regulation 
in regard to the business will be up- 
held by the courts.” 

Judge Smfth concluded his opinion 
by pronouncing the ordinance valid 
and in fulk force and effect. 

. THE BISSEN CASE. 

In the appeal case of Peter Bigsen, 
a saloon-keeper, who was also con- 
victed in the lower court for a viola- 
tion of the Sunday-closing ordinance, 
Judge Smith grants a new trial. The 
complaint in this case charges the 
game offense as that in the Wirt case, 
. &, “permitting and allowing per- 
sons in defendant's saloon during the 


eays: 


time when such saloon should be closed 
as required by the ordinance.” 

The defendant took exception to one 
of the court's instructions to the jury 
that “the, giet of the offense was a falil- 
ure to lock up and securely close the 
entrances jand exits.” Judge Smith 
holds that this instruction is mani- 
festly an error, since the ordinance de- 
fines two offenses. On this point he 


says: 
“Under the provisions of the ordi- 
nance it is made an offense if the sa- 
loon-keeper fails to keep the entrances 
and exits to his place of business se- 
curely locked; of this he could be con- 
victed, even though no one were ad- 
mitted Into the saloon; this is a dis- 
tinct offense made out on showing his 
failure to securely lock or fasten the 
entrances and exits to his saloon. 
Again, the ordinance makes it an of- 
fense to permit or allow any person or 
persons, except the excepted classes 
named in the ordinance to be or re- 
main in the saloon during the closing 
hours. The one offense does not nec- 
eswarily depend upon the other. A 
saloon-keeper may lock his place of 
business in strict compliance with the 
terme of the ordinance, and yet have 
and allow a dozen persone to remain 
In the saloon: in such case he would 
not violate the ordinance by fatling 
to lock up, but rather the other clauge 
in the ordinance *-° “*irne him to 
rmit and allow persons in his sa- 
n.

ELDRIDGE GRABBED ‘EM 


Canvassed for Names and 
Insultéd . Women. 


Other Real and Alleged Offenders and 
‘Their Troubles. 


J. H. Eldridge, who claims to be a 
directory enumerator for a San Fran- 
cisco firm, was arraigned in the Police 
Court yesterday afternoon on the 
charge of disturbing the peace. The 
complaint was sworn to by W. C. Laird 
of No. 151 Vine street, and the wit- 
nesses for the prosecution, in addition 
to the complainant, were Mrs. Dollie 
Compton of No. 149 Vine street and 
Mrs. Leonora Leahy of No. 151 Vine 
street.

Mrs. Emma Gould, who 
was in the house, hastily locked that 
door, and he then attempted to get in 
through a window, but was unsuccess- 
ful. When he saw that his efforts were 
futile he left, muttering imprecations, 
and as he went out the gate he said 
to his companion: “We can’t do any 
business with these —— —— ——!” 

Mrs. Emma Gould, who was in the 
house with Mrs. Compton, corroborated 
the latter’s testimony. as did also Mrs. 
Leonora Leahy and W. C. Laird, who 
live next door. Mr. Laird followed 
Eldridge and his companion un he 

upd an officer, when he had the dir- 
ectory canvasser arrested, afterward 
swearing to the complaint against him. 

Eldridge had no witnesses in his own 
He admitted that he had been 
drinking quite freely during the day. 
He did not know anything about his 
companion, except that his name was 
Brown, whose brother he was formerly 
quite intimate with. He met Brown 
on the street and recognized him on 


brother. He requested Brown to ac- 
company him on his rounds, and 
Brown, having nothing in particular 
to do, consented. 

Eldridge admitted having called on 
Mrs. Compton in his official capacity, 
but would not admit the correctness of 
her charges. He didn’t see how it 
could be true, he said, because he had 
no license to insult people, and if any 
one had acted in an ungentlemanly 
manner, it must have been the other 
fellow, who was tall and slim, and 
didn’t resemble him a bit.

INDIANS COULD NOT UNDERSTAND 
INTEREST IN BUGS. 


{Youth's Companion:] North Ameri- 
can Indians always treated with great 
kindness the insane and the feeble- 
minded, belleving that they would .be 
punished for any injury to persons so 
unfortunate. Gen. Strong tells how 
this belief of the Indians enabled Prof. 
Hayden of the United States Geologi- 
cal Survey to escape from a danger- 
ous predicament. 

One day, after having filled his sad- 
diebags and pocketg with pieces of 
various kinds of rock, the professor 
found that he had wandered far from 
his party, and started in search of 
them. Seeing some men on horseback, 
and supposing that they were his 
friends, he rode toward them, but, to 
his horror, discovered that they were 
Indians. 

Knowing that he was in the country 
of hostiles, he turned his horse and 
attempted to escape. But his saddle- 
bags and every pocket were full to 
overfiowing, as was also the tin box 
containing bugs and insects, which 
hung at his side. Thus handicapped, 
he made but poor headway. The In- 
dians soon overtook him, and in sign 
language ordered him to dismount. 

ey proceeded at once to make an 
inspections of his possessions. He had 
nothing with which to defend himself, 
his outfit betng a pocket-knife, ham- 
mer, chisel and watch. These’ they 
took, and then began to plunge their 
hands into his pockets, bringing them 
out filled with the rock specimens.

FINANCIAL REVIEW. 


LOAN MOVEMENT CULMINATED. 
{A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, June 23.—The Finan- 
cler says: “As foreshadowed in this 
analysis last week, the loan movement, 
which has been an important and in- 
teresting feature of the New York 
bank statement for some weeks past, 
has apparently culminated. The loan 
item for the six days just ended re- 
mained practically slight 
advance of $25,900 contrasting with the 
average expansion of several millions 
weekly over the recent spring season. 
The chief feature of the current state- 


in cash, which is also refiected in a 
decrease of $4,787,800 in d its. It 
had been figured that the tome sus- 
tained by the banks on gold export 
requirements had been practically 
counterbalanced by interior receipts, 
and, in fact, that the cash totals would 
show a gain, but the official statement 
made on a system of averages, shows 
otherwise. Since May 26 last, the 
banks have increased their cash hold- 
— only nominally, while loans have 

seventeen millions and de- 
ponite over fourteen millions. The 
rapid rise of the loan total is gener- 
ally intérpreted to be due ,to invest- 
ments in sterling exchange, and some 
estimates have placed the total of such 
business at one hundred millions. It 
is only fair to say, however, that no 


calculations on this point are to be 
relied upon. 
“The anomaly presented in New 


York within the last week, of money 
loaning on call at 1 per cent., while at 
the same time gold was being exported 
to Europe, cannot be expected to con- 
tinue much longer. Already there is 
rmore firmness noted in the local mar- 
ket and an indisposition prevails to 
make loans over the end of the year. 
If the precedents of the past year are 
of value in forecasting the future; 
there will be a decline in the loan 
totais of the banks, very shortly. This 
continued flow of money Is attracting 
attention at present, but domestic ex- 
change rates, for all that, are harden- 
ing at the more important financial 
venters. The circulation of the banks 
is now $23,333,180, and is growing, de- 
spite the light locally for 
funds,”

With the uprising of thé “Boxers,” 
the fierce light of publicity became 
focused upon Russia in China, and it 
was discovered to. the world that her 
steel rails already practically connect 
the great military ports of Viadi- 
vostok, and Port Arthur, a thet 
Monakden, the capital of huria, 
is but a Russian military t on the 
line of her trans-Asian railway, along 
the eastern séction of which {ts an 
army of 200,000 soldiers, ready to be 
poured into China proper, a force suf- 
ficient to quell any uprising. Should 
this force, however, for any reason, 
prove insufficient, the Czar would have 
an exceilent e for testing the 
military value of his newly-constructed 
railroad from St. Petersburg to Peking. 
Already transport trains can be sent 
from Moscow, at the rate of several 
a day, to Stretensk on the Amour. 
every sevén miles of the distance 
switches having been constructed, so 
that ell commerce can be sidetracked 
and the military trains run through, 
night and Gay. without delay. In 
twelve days the first train leaving St. 
Petersburg is due at Stretensk: here 
the soldiers are transferred to the hun- 
dredp of government steamers and 
barges which can be mobilized to con- 
vey the army down the Amour to 
Khabarovsk, a six-day trip. From 
Khabarovek to Peking. the road is 
now practically completed, and by the 
time the first train frem St. Peters- 
burg arrived at Khabarovek, it could 
go on to the Chinese capital, a trip 
of above five days, making twenty-four 
days in all, and, as the Russian sol- 
diers are decustomed to sieep in their 
clothes oh the floors of the box-cars, 


the number transported per § train 
woumM be quadruple that usual in other 
countries. 


It is estimated that the adherents 
of the new rebellion in China number 
12,000,000 men, and that the Chinese 
army is in sympathy with the move- 
ment; which is more than probable, as 
the “Boxers,” Ye

dynasty, the chu soldiers consti- 
tuting the great hereditary military 
body of China.

foreigners expelled from her empire. 
Another secret society, the Bow Wong 
Wui, although weak in numbers, has 
done much to stir up the present trou- 
ble. Its members have tated for 
and seek to state the 
progressive young Emperor, recently 
deposed by his august aunt, tn punish- 
ment for introducing modern improve- 
ments all through his ain. 

The nearest American possession is 
still 500 miles from China, but what 
changes may be wrought as the resulte 
of the revolution no one can at present 
foretell. But nations once started upon 
the road of expansion seldom turn 
back while national vigor laste. In 
self-defense, and to save her commerce 


deal with a power separated from her

With Russia encreaching upon the 
territorial and America upon the ¢Com- 
mercial spheres of ail other nations in 
China, much as we may abhor the 
suggestion, unless matters take a de- 
cided change in the near future, Amer- 
ica may yet find herself outwitted by 
the astute Slav, end forced into an 
anding”” wah the Czar as to 
res tive interests in China. 

So far, Russian aggression in Asia 
has worked only to our enormous ad- 
vantage. Our exports into Manchuria 
have increased by leaps and bounds, 
while those of other nations, England 
especially, heve shrunk almost out of 
sight. What British statesmen and 
commercial men have feared for years 
is now being brought about. 

Recently, an enlightened British edi- 
torial writer stated 
standing at the 4 of t 
producers of steel, with her Vast raii- 
way system all but completed, must 
soon find some other use for her sur- 
plus steel. He prophesied that the new 
outlet would be in the buliding of steel 
ships, and that America was destined 
to soon become the great shipbuilld- 
ing nation of the world. He. might 
have prophesied further, and with 
equally accurate foresight, that the 
Russian invasion of China woyld be 
the first step toward the bringing 
about of that bappy day for American 
pride when her own ships shall once 
more carry her commerce on the high 


seas. 

It was the developing of Manchuria 
and Northern China by Russia that 
caused our exports to the Celestia! 
Kingdom to more than double, so that 
today there are not ships enough on 
the Pacific to transport the freight on 
our western coast awaiting shipment 
to Asia. To facilitate this enormous 
and rapidly-increas trade, the Great 
Northern Railway is Iding in Amer- 
lea the two largest ocean steamships 
ever construct These will fly our 
flag, and reduce freight rates to China 
fully 50 per cent., reby establish- 
ing permanently our commercial su- 
premacy on the Pacific. Other great 
ralir systems in Agnerica will be 
compelled to build ships to compete 
with the Great Northern, and we need 
then no longer fear competition in 
Asia with European nations who,’ even 
under existing conditions, are forted 
to give way before the advance of 
our commodities and manufactures. 

Five years of sustained effort on our 
part to secure the Chinese market, 
such as is put forth by every Euro- 
pean nation, would give us a monopoly 
of exports to Pacific Asia. It is in 
spite of the fact that we have no di- 
rect line of steamships to Northern 
Asia that we have cceeded so mar- 
velously there, Che Foo and the three 
Russianized ports of Port Arthur, New 
Chwang and Tien-Tsin being worth 
more to us than all the other eighteen 
treaty ports of China combined. 

In Shentung, south of Pechili Gulf, 
Germany will soon find means to ex- 
clude our ¢xports, as she has from ev- 
ery other colony she possesses; already 
she has refused to permit an Amer- 
ican syndicate to build a railroad along 
the further edge of this province, al- 
though compelled to compromise later 
with an English company. 

In h Ohina, both the Germans 
and the English publish trade papers. 
while we are @till unrepresented in this 
way, althou we control the export 
trade of that region. “We alone of the 
great nations have no bank in China, 
Going much of our business through 
the myltitudinous branches of the 
Ruago-Chinese Bank. Owing to. the 
negligence of American and other for- 
eign merchants in not learning Chi- 
nese, they have become the subegents 
of their pradors—clever Chinamen, 
once employed as translators ween 
the merchants and the Celestiais, but 
now recognized by 
as the real &gents, while the actual 
employer is looked upon merely as an 
aasistant to fill the comnrador’s orders. 
In fact, John Chinaman would not 

deal with the white merchant di- 
rectiy, for in China labor unions are

it ia impossible, even in times of fam- 
ine, to tramsport the surplue grain of 
one district to the famine-stricken 
ulation of an adjoining territory. 
e ndvent of the railroad is already 
changing these conditions. In North- 
ern China American locomotives steam 
in and out of Peking. . The 500 miles 
of imperiol railway and the Chinese 
Eastern Railway ,in Manchuria, built 
by the Russians,/have already poured 
millions of dollars into America, and, 
of the $400,000,000 yet to be spent on the 
construction of Chinese railways, we 
will get the lfon’s share, for no other 
nation can compete with us in the man- 
ufacture of tools, rails and railway 
ipment. 
"er success in Nogthern China will 
be repeated all throu the empire. 
Ten years ago no store in China carried 
a line of Amerioan canned s; now 
they are to be procured of native ceal- 
ers in every hamlet. In 1890 there were 
no telegraph wires in China; now they 
radiate from Peking ond connect the 
capital with every center of the pres- 
ent disturbance. Then there was but 
one line of steamships plying between 
Shanghai and America; now there are 
eight, while several ‘others are pro- 
jected and will begin operations in tbé 
more northern waters, upon the com- 
pletion of the trans-Siberian Roliway.

NEW INTRENCHING TOOL. 


{New York Mail and Express:}] The 
necessity of giving a complete or par- 
tial protection to an otherwise exposed 
line of skirmishers has been so thor- 
oughly demonstrated bypthe operations 
at Santiago, and still more forcibly by 
the war in South Africa, that tools de- 
signed to afford a quick and effective 
means of intrenching the firing line are 
now being brought to the attention of 


the military avthorities. 


A novel and interesting test of a too! 
of this kind was made last week at the 
camp of instruction, at Peekskill. un- 


der the supervision of Col. N. B 


Thurston, inspector of ordnance, and 
was witnessed by Maj.-Gen. Roe and 
staff. Col. Bartlett and the officers of 
the Twenty-second Regiment. The tool 
used was a heart-shaped piece of ste*!, 
about six inches deep by five inches 
wide. At either side of the top is at- 
tached a small wooden handle, which 
enables the soldier to use it most ef- 
fectively in quickly digging out for him- 
self a comparatively secure hiding 
place. The sockets of the handles are 
prolonged in two ribs of steel that ex- 
fend under he blade in an outward 
sewing. converging again at the lower 
end of blade in a solid, sharp point.

By this arrangement, which 
necessitated many radical c in 
the general construction of the ships, 
much space was gained on the main 
deck, where there is a great battery 
of fourteen 5-inch guns.

A JURIST ON THE PHILIPPINES.* 

No matter what a man’s politics 
may be, it seems that a trip to the 
Philippines makes him e@ good ex- 
pansionist. One of the most recent 
shining examples of this truth is Judge 
Thomas Canty of Minneapolis, Minn., 
who has returned from a four-months’ 
trip to the Archipelago. Judge Canty 
is a Democrat who retired from the 
Minnesota Supreme Court with the 
expiration of the year 1899, and was 
commissioned by Gov. Lind and the 
State Prison board*to proceed to the 
islands and endeavor to arrange for 
the direct importation of Manila hemp 
for use in the immense twine plant fac- 
tory of the Minnesota State Prison at 
Stillwater. Judge Canty is considered 
one of the very ablest jurists in the 
Northwest, and enjoys the respect of 
all parties. 

After making estimates of the vast 
sums of money and large numbers of 
men required to put down the insur- 
rection, Judge Canty speaks as fol- 
lows, as quoted by the New York Even- 
ing Post: “I would not sell the islands 
to any nation. I would not abandon 
them, because other nations would at 
onee seize the ports we gave up. I 
would not continue the fighting, be- 
cause it accomplishes nothing. We 
should prepare to withdraw our author- 
ity from the interior, and confine our 
occupation to the seaports. We should 
control the entire customs collections 
of the islands. We should then en- 
courage the natives of each district 
to organize their own government. We 
should warn them that if they did not 
preserve order, our troops would re- 
turn, but they should be assured that 
as long as they governed themselves 
passably our policy would be ‘hands

Restoring the Drowned to Life. 


HE following interesting article is from the Courrier des 

Etats Unis: 

“It is difficult to form a correct idea of the persistence 
of latent life in the case of the ayphyxiatri. It is popu- 
larly believed that, if the subject cannot be brought back 
to life after ten minutes’ application of the usual methcds, 
all further efforts are useless. That is a most unfoctunate 
error, amd it should be guarded against. It is an ignorant 
prejudice that has sent many people to their graves, who 
saved by the exercise of a little pa- 
“Some years ago a coast guard named Agnel was on dut 
at @ point called l’Anse du Prophete, on the southern vier 
of Prance.

for hours. But three hours does mot mark the extreme 
limit. As a matter of fact, we do not yet know the length 
of time that separates apparent death from real death. 
It varies according to the subjects. But, nevertheless, it 
is certain that the survie, or latent life, always exists in 
the case of a subject whose organs are sound. Exterior 
or apparent death, revealed by the suspension of the func- 
tional manifestations, especially by the suppression of the 
cardiorespiratory function, is not the final and real death. 
‘While the organism ceases to live on the surface,’ says 
Dr. Laborde of the Academy, ‘it lives inside.’ That-is to 
say, life continues in a latent state by the persistence of
